The  essentials  of  a  fine  lawn  are:  FIRST,  a  wise  selection  of 
seed;  SECOND,  a  rich,  well  drained  soil;  THIRD,  careful  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  ground,  making  it  as  fine,  mellow  and  smooth  as  possible; 
FOURTH,  sowing  it  at  a  time  so  as  to  give  the  young  plants  a  chance 
to  become  well  established  before  being  subjected  to  very  dry  or  cold 
weather  or  a  hot  summer  sun.  From  this  on,  the  beauty  of  the  lawn 
will  be  entirely  dependent  upon  the  care  it  receives  in  mowing,  roll¬ 
ing,  watering,  etc. 

If  sowing  the  lawn  in  the  spring,  sow  just  as  early  as  possible, 
while  the  soil  has  plenty  of  moisture.  Care  should  be  taken  to  keep 
it  properly  watered.  If  fall  seeding  is  to  be  practised,  sow  early 
enough  to  enable  the  grass  to  become  well  established  before  the 
cold  weather.  We  favor  fall  sowing.

The  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  has  recommended  certain  mixtures  of  grasses 
for  various  purposes,  which  we  are  able  to  supply.  These  mixtures  are  made  up  in  accordance  with 
formulae  recommended  by  the  Station  in  November  1929,  and  are  standard  for  1930. 

We  offer  the  following  standard  mixtures  in  co-operation  with  the  New  Jersey  Station  in  their 
effort  to  assist  lawn  makers  in  obtaining  reliable  lawn  seed  of  reasonable  purity  and  to  avoid  the  cheap 
adulterated  seeds  often  sold  by  the  unreliable  dealer.  Cheap  lawn  seed  will  never  produce  a  fine  lawn.
